For 
cxampile, on one program | had a young lady 
from Wayne university who is a good skier, 
a champion ice skater, and a tohoggan en- 
thusiast, and we four talked about afety in 
winter sport. Our comments are intended 
largely for junior and senior high school 
youths, and, of cours, the station puts in a 
few advance plugs for the program so that 
secondary school health education and other 
clases may be prepared to tune in on the 
program at the appropriate time 

The only thong that | have done on thie 
program which | feel had news value was a 
Chretmas program. | had a sudden brain 
wave one day and thought « ought be a 
good idea if we could interview Santa Claus 
Forthwith, | made arrangements with one of 
the largest department stores in our city to 
let us have their No. | Santa Claus .{ They had 
three on the job.) We brought up into the 
studio from a neighboring school a group of 
first graders who were smply ga-ga at the 
whole affair, and their um-m-m-ing and 
ah-h-ing formed a very appropriate sound 
background. Santa was there in full regalia, 
and inasmuch as he was on old trouper, he 
was never at a loss for words 

We had a lower clementary boy and girl 
on the program, and, in this case, we did 
prepare something of a script.* Time allowing, 
we discussed informally some additional! items 
which are not written into the script formally.

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Pupil Pedestrian Preparations

Tere are many phases of accident pre- 
vention which are urgent. None @ of greater 
concer than the conditions facing child pedes- 
triams. There no field of human endeavor 
txlay which offers a greater challenge 


Sometions I fear that we are facing the 
problem of human mishaps, particularly those 
pertaining to youngsters, with a lack of fidelity 
to truth in human nature, We agree among 
ourselves what we think showtd Be done, Then 
we expect our young people.to accept the 
thinking without the procemes necemary to 
reasoned understanding. Perhaps we need 
more of the child's viewpomt. Perhaps we 
ako need a fresh and more realetic approach 
to the comdstiom of today, rather than trying 
to approach them with the shopworn creed 
of yesterday 

Youth: of SO years ago encountered few 
difficulties in the street. Today crom 
me treet almost an adventure, Most of 
uw tackle problems as we veualize them. To 
cross a street im heavy requires physica! 
(courage, mental alertness and trict cmotiona! 
comtrol 

Inte the complex situation, we thrust the 
child pedestrian and expect him to we the 
problem, analyze the situation and then re 
spond in a safe manner. The wnall child lacks 
experiences and he tramung for 
him to analyze these traffic probleme The 
child needs guidance and direction m formung 
halnts and m developing attitudes 
which will enable him to respond safely 

The problems of the child in traffic might 
be clawefied under five headings: |) thoee 
relating to needs for development of senses. 

theme pertaimng to emotional factom 
charactermtnw of the age: (5) those relating 
to he lack of understanding and appreciation 
of dangers; (4) thee mvolving be under. 
of trafik comtrol;: and 5) those 
regarding he orcemary dependence on adult» 

It throwgh asexiation and traming that 
the somes take on meaning For 
ample, to the wnall child, red & a pretty 
color; does not necewartly aenify danerr 
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Pity the untrained child who mus differen- 
tate between the stop red of traffic and the 
protechen red of fire exits. Again, distance 
and sound do not necemarily mean nearness 
and danger. It ws through association that one 
can tell if a car & five oF filtw fect away. It & 
experience that gives meaning to watching 
two objects at the sarne tame. The child wants 
the ball that im the middle of the atreet: be 
does not see the approaching automobile 

Children are spontancous and unimbibited 
m their actions. The desire of the moment 
supersedes all other values. The child darts 
acrom the street to retmeve the ball. thinking 
only of he game. The pomibility of truck 
and buses approaching docs not enter he 
mind. Thi child must be protected from he 
own folly. There must be playgrounds and 
playstreets which will allow him to play im 
the fashion characterwtic of a child of any 
age, without danger of being hurt 


We put leashes on our dogs —-we cannot do 
the with our children. They are human 
bermges, they can think, reason and have mmag- 
mation. These qualities must be developed 
and, through traming, children should be 
able, willing and ready to think through thew 
personal control 

The sdentical metruction should be given 
by parents and teachers. The child learn 
by repetiien and through understanding of 
the reasons of certain behavior. Every oppor 
tunity must be utilized in forming correct 
habits. For example, in school, excurmons and 
journeys which are so much a rt of the 
program offer 4 fine opportunity “ building 
the necessary attitudes, habits and knowledge 
for better and safer living 

bLaperience wn't telling the child, expernence 
providing him with opportunities to 
by dang Words do not bar dangers to the 
child. A parent might say “I told him not to 
run oto the street.” Words like theese are 
sounds and when repeated too frequently be- 
com household chatter. If a child = hurt 
when he rune mito the street, then he under- 
“tands the need for obeying rules. The a 
very costly exapenence, and must in every way 
be prevented 


Parents and teachers together should plan 
Safety Educate for December, 
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the safest route to and from school. The child

Parents contribute to the child's lack af 
security when they disobey traffic regulations. 
For instance, “My daddy drowe through the 
red heht the morning, he was late to work.”

Even in a s-called fireproof school, the 
itself may be fireproof, but the con- 
tents probably are not-——certainly the pupils 
are not. Panic resulting from smoke or hye 
tera ws a big factor to be reckoned with, and 
an exit door of panic bar that won't open 
can cause deaster 

bach city, town and hamlet has its school 
problems. Several vears ago the St. Lous 
Board of Education faced the mewe of safety 
rather squarely and hreproofed all the corr 
ders and stairwavs im the older schook, 
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checked all beating plant and boiler room 
for fire safety, and replaced many thousand 
feet of old myle electric wiring with wrface 
exposed conduit. It was necemary to close 
some of the schools to complete the program, 
but the board felt the matter could not be 
ignored, neglected or delayed. 

We must rebuild, relocate, consolidate, 
create and modernize our school buildings 
behalf of the safety, health, imetructional 
standards and future of our children, which 
« also our future and the future of the world. 
A school buik 5O years ago has a main- 
tenance cost out of all proportion to the 
normal cost per pupil for safe school shelter. 
What we need os a modernization construction 
program. 

There are other factors besides fire safety 
im the over-all picture of the school plant, 
mally related to the older «chooks, such 
as light, ventilation, adequate playground 
area, as well as floor area in the classroom, 
healthy conditions for lunchroom facilities, 
indoor play areas and sanitary plumbung. 
Some of these safety factors are umprovements 
of former conditions and some are a result 
of our accelerated mode of living, but cach, 
im its way, «@ vital to the end result 

The failure to keep pace with school build- 
ing requirements has been the result not only 
af economi conditions but ncighborhood 
changes and the failure of building codes and 
comatruc met to keep abreast of fune - 
venal and safety demands of modern educa- 
tion. The mistakes have been sins of ominsion 
rather than commemon, and ua has literally 
taken a world war to bring uw to our snes 

The beginning of the Ath Century was 
known in St. Lows as the Golden Era of 
Public Schools. It was the penod when more 
and lareer school were built. It has been 
said the period following World War I will 
hkely be marked m the field of architecture 
as the age of monumental ehook and tall 
apartment buildings. The present penod has 
been aptly called the Down-To-Larth Period 
of one-story shook and suburban angic 
farmly homes. School boards and architects 
are more and more deposed toward the one- 
story schools, and the following are important

4. Safer facilities for howang children, 

The cause of fires or other disasters usually 
has nothing to do with exits, but fire salcty 
in a school is principally a matter of exits. 
Danger from carthquake and tornado would 
be lemened in a one-story building. There- 
fore, | beliewe it to be a sound theory that 
in a one-story building vou not only increas 
the safety ratio, but, as the one-story building 
can be erected more cheaply, the cost ratio & 
reduced. The integration of structural safety 
with good architectural dewen and efhoent 
functronal usage has been the biggest problem, 
It has been a tough job, but fine progres 
has been made and the resultant buildings, 
m many instances, are good. Practically the 
same end result can be reached in any com- 
munity

not a static nation. just as new and better 
methods of instruction, along with new ways 
of transportation and televimon, are adopted 
by cach gencration, so are the new and better 
material developed and manufactured, and 
our methods of combeune these material 
into school improved.

Safety = integrated with all of the various 
functions olf education and the human cle- 
ment «= « vital to the subject, not only from 
the execution angle but alo from the plan- 
ming and equipment of the facilities to be 
used, that the safety rules and regulation 
thould be automatic with the operating and 
imtructional personnel.

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SCHOOL ACCIDENTS: 1949-1950 


by SPADAPORA 


M. RE than half (56 per cent) of the 
accidents to students in the 1949.50 school 
vear occurred while victoms were under school 
jurtediction, ether on school premmrcs or go- 
oF from xhool. The accompanying 
accident rate table, based on data from school 
svete reporting to the National Safety 
Council for the nine months, September, 
1949. through May, 1950, is similar to the 
om in Accident Facts which gives the per 
cent distribution of student acadents by type 
and grade 


Low and High

School Building vs. Schoo! Grounds 


School building accadents outnumbered ac- 
cijents on the ahool grounds. The ereatest 
source of whool building accidents was the 
evm~mnasum, with a rate of 0.4 for basketball 
and for all other activities 
Comederme the small proportion of time 
spent m the gvimmasum, the rate particu 
larly noteworthy. Thee accedent: were most 
frequent im the seventh through the twelfth 
grades, with a peak rate of 1.0 m the ninth

Unorganized Activities 


Half of the school ground accidents ox. 
curred during unorganized activities. Among 
elementary school pupil these accidents were 
even more important, reaching two thirds of 
the school ground total in the first, second 
and third grades 


Football accounted for about one sixth of 
the school ground accidents in all grades; and 
im the high school grades alone football acci- 
dents far outnumbered any other specific type 


Nonschool Jurisdiction 


The home accident rate was 2.4, with 1.0 
for falls alorie. Falls were about equally com- 
mon from the first through the seventh grades, 
but les important in kindergarten and above 
the seventh gerade. Burns and cuts, and 
«ratches were les numerous and occurred 
with greatest frequency below seventh grade 

(ther nonschool-purmdiction accidents hati 
a total rate of 3.3, two fifth: of them unclas 
afhed. Motor-vehicle and playground acc? 
dents were most numerous in high school, 
while street and sidewalk accidents were most 
mportant from fourth to exghth grades 


It ws hoped that the accompanying accident 
rate table will be useful to teachers and xhool 
adminstrators as a guide im planning acc> 
dent prevention programs during the school 
year. It may ako prove valuable to compare 
the rates with those of the individual school 
svetem. If sizable differences are found, 
probably will be worth while to examune the 
local record closely to sce of special attention

Accadents that invalve school buses are duc 
to tailures which can be

the national standard. Failure to identify 
school buses by color in the failure to comply 
with the pasung law contributes to fatal acci- 
dents. Lack of driver training programs and 
of required physical examinations and special 
leenses may place behind the wheels of some 
of our buses persoms who are deplorably 
lacking m abulity and knowledge necemary 
to dnwe school buses safely, An madequate 
impection program or the failure to make 
thorough inmepections may lead to accidents

The old adage that a cham @ as Strong a 
its weakest link alo applies to the seven-link 
chain itemized abowe.

Procedure

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| BARNSTORMING FOR SAFETY | 


Cattaraugus, N. Y.-Not foe many years 
ago, wnaginative men predicted, and hved in, 
the future as they followed a hazardous occu- 
pation known as barnstormung. 


This simply meant flying an carly-vintage 
arplane about the country from one village 
to another with the purpose of giving air 
shows or plane rides for profit. The name 
came from the landing fields, which were 
usually some farmer's field-—complete with 
barn. Thus the name. 


The men who flew these plane were the 
proneers amd crusaders for a way of life we 
now regard as commonplace-casy, efficient 
airline travel to any part of the globe. These 
medicine-schow men of the shies sald our 
country on a transportation 


We im the safety field today are ail] “barn 
storming, must sell a product, that, sadly 
enough, still has a vital need for spiclers and 
drummers. This item is safe driving. Say 
what vou will about the countless articles and 
campaigns on the subject, our annual traffx 
acodent toll seems to tell the opposite “ory 
that of insufficient promotion. Tremendous 
strides, however, are being made im the right 
direction 


To persons who have for vears been in the 
business of fostering sale driving, matituting 
a driver education course in vet another high 
school may seem somewhat “old hat.” but the 
fact remains that someone had to pioneer the 
he particular town 
of city. One such pilot who appeared recently 
om the driver education horizon & Jack 
Berger, driving instructor at Randolph and 
Cattarauews (N. Y.) Central echook. and

We not only made a good m- 
on our own locality but caused inter- 
ot among teachers and principal from more 
distant parts of the county Important to me 
was that I could talk wath other students from 
around the county and recewe a well 
umpart suggestions and procedures that would 
make our driving program even better.” 

And someday, perhaps, when a traffic acci- 
dem is such a rarity that it @ front-page news, 
we may wonder why anyone ever found it 
necessary to crusade for driver education.

Structural safety 
2. Fwe 
Fire protection 

4+ General safety measures. 

Structural Safety should include the best 
use of the most modern dewen and construc- 
on mcthuxds, and the mast coonomcal com- 
benation of these factors with the most modern 
construction material and equipment. Ade- 
quacy must be stresed always. There should 
be faurly uniform national or sectional build- 
mg codes establuhed, which should be kept 
up to date, not only with new material’ and 
demgen, but ako with functional needs The 
demgn should bear m ound lateral and live- 
load resastances as well as soul-bearing require- 
ments and exposure to the clements 

Fire Reastance should receive comadered 
thought. Planning ideas can solve many fire- 
resistance requirements, and here again the 
qualihed engineer and architect are most im- 
portant. Among the factors receiving serious 
commderation should be stairway desswen and 
adequacy, number of stories, boiler room 
location and comstruction, and use of pank 
bars, as well as the many types and combina 
thom of material 

Five Protection includes fe drill, fire 
unguishers and kindred equipment, methods 
of coal and other heating fuel storage and 
kaler room operation and solation, together 
with adequate electric wiring, fire alarm and 
compliance with National Fire Underwriters 
requirements
